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INTRODUCTORY NOTICE.

THIS volume has been prepared especially for Universalist Sunday schools 
and homes. It presents a larger number of services than is usual in 
our liturgies. Provision is made for each Sunday in the year, with services 
applicable to festival and other special occasions. Brevity has been con- 
sulted, but not at the expense of the great purpose of a liturgy : a help to 
devotion and spiritual training. We have attempted to utilize, for benefit to 
children, as many devotional psalms, with a few passages from the prophets, 
as we well could within the limit of a year ; and also to produce, by way of 
Gospel lessons, a large number of scenes from the life of the Saviour. It 
was thought best not to distribute the Hymns throughout the Liturgy, but to 
gather them into a separate department. The Hymns suitable for the several 
services are indicated. 

In preparing the " Psalms " and " Gospels," we have felt free to select such 
portions, and to place them in such order, as seemed desirable for the purpose 
above set forth. We have not scrupled, when the occasion demanded, to sub- 
stitute for pronouns the nouns for which they stand, and sometimes have 
changed the person and number of verbs and their subjects, and sometimes the 
tenses; but in no case, we believe, is there a perversion of the original senti- 
ment. The "Gospels" are made up from a "Harmony," such particulars 
being taken from each writer as it was supposed would make the narrative 
most clear. 

Only a few of the special services have the Order set forth in detail. The 
order recommended for common observance is as follows : — 

1. Singing, either of a Hymn, or, if convenient, from the singing-book 
used in addition to this Manual. If such a one is desired, we suggest " Songs 
of Joy," issued by the publishers of this volume. 

2. The Psalm, the leader using the paragraphs printed in Roman letters, 
the others responding with those printed in Italics. Minor pauses, better to 
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ensure reading in concert, are marked thus: ( | ). During this exercise let 
all stand. 

3. The Gospel, to be read by the leader. 

4. Prayer. Let all, standing, join by voice in this exercise throughout. 
If any prefer otherwise, let all say the Amen audibly. Let the Infant Class 
pronounce the Lord's Prayer immediately following. Minor pauses are 
marked, as before. Let voices be distinct but subdued. 

5. A Hymn: one of those assigned to the service in the Index. Let it 
always be a Hymn, that children may accustom themselves to devotional 
praise. 

6. Addresses: which may well be upon some topic .connected with the 
exercises. 

7. Lessons, 

8. Singing, or other General Exercise. The "Winchester Profession" 
may De repeated in concert, or the Commandments in response. They are 
provided for such use. They may be employed at alternate services, or the 
Profession may be generally used, substituting the Commandments for one 
Sunday in the month. 

9. Benediction, or Ascription, for which several forms are set forth. 

We supplement the Services with a few forms for home use by very little 
children. 



In submitting these Services to the test of use we invoke the blessing of the 
Father of us all. May the spirit of Jesus accompany them, and souls be 
blessed by them.

For a Funeral Service, either for child or for adult, Service XLI. may be 
used ; or if it be required on another day than Sunday, and at some other 
place than the Sunday-school room, use the Psalm numbered 4. the Gospel, 
and the Prayer, with such singing as may be convenient. 

If an Anniversary Service is desired, other than that appointed for Chil* 
dren's Sunday (XXVI.), No. LIV. may be used. 

Por Rural Excursion, No. XXVII. may serve. 

There can be little difficulty in distributing the Services through the year. 
The following are fixed : — 

I. New Tear, for the first Sunday in January. 

XXVIII. Independence, for the first Sunday in July. 

XLVT. All Souls, for the first Sunday in November. 
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Vi SERVICES. 

JOLTS., Thanksgiving, for the Sunday after Thanksgiving Day. 

LIU. Christmas, for the Sunday nearest to the 25th of December. 

LIV. Old Tear, for the Sunday after the preceding, if any remains during 
the year. 

The following may be appointed at discretion : 

XXVI. Children's Sunday, for some Sunday in June, the second having 
been recommended by the General Convention of Universalists. 

XLI. Memorial Sunday, for some Sunday in October. 

V., XVI., XXVII., XL. Winter, Spring, Summer, Autumn, for appro- 
priate Sundays in those seasons respectively. 

Easter Sunday, taking with it Palm Sunday (the Sunday next before it) 
and Whitsunday (the seventh Sunday after it), is movable. With the ser- 
vices for those days we furnish Calendars for a number of years. When 
necessary, the order of the services must be broken, that those appointed 
shall come upon the proper Sunday. 

If there should be 53 Sundays in the year, as in 1876, 1882, 1888, orte of 
the services in October or November may be omitted ; if 52, as usual, ana 
No. LIV. is to be used, drop out one of those in October or November, and 
one in April or Mayj unless Children's Sunday and Whitsunday occur on the 
same day.

THE GOSPEL. 

Repentance. 

NOW in the fifteenth year of the reign of Tiberius Caesar, came John the 
Baptist, preaching in the wilderness of Judea, and saying, "Repent ye : 
for the kingdom of heaven is at hand." . And John was clothed with camels' 
hair, and with a girdle of skin about his loins ; and he did eat locusts and wild 
honey. And there went out unto him all the land of Judea, and they of Jeru- 
salem, and were all baptized of him in the river of Jordan, confessing their 
sins. 

And the people asked him, saying, " What shall we do, then? " He answer- 
eth, aud saith unto them, " He that hath two coats, let him impart to him that 
hath none ; and he that hath meat, let him do likewise." Then came also 
publicans to be baptized, and said unto him, "Master, what shall we do?" 
And he said unto them, " Exact no more than that which is appointed you." 
And the soldiers likewise demanded of him, saying, " An# what shall we do?" 
And he said unto them, " Do violence to no man, neither accuse any falsely ; 
and be content with your wages." 
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And as the people were in expectation, and all men mused in their hearts 
of John, whether he were the Christ, or not, John answered, saying unto all, 
" I indeed baptise you with water ; but One mightier than I cometh, the latchet 
of whose shoes I am not worthy to unloose : He shall baptize you with the 
Holy Spirit, and with fire." And many other things in his exhortation preached 
he unto the people. 

And it came to pass in those days, that Jesus came from Nazareth of Gali- 
lee, and was baptized of John in Jordan. And straightway coming up out of 
the water, he saw the heavens opened, and the Spirit like a dove descending 
upon him. And there came a voice from heaven, saying, " Thou art my be- 
loved Son, in whom I am well pleased."

Thus may the world be the better | for our liv- 
ing in it; and, when Thou pleases t, take us to our heavenly 
home, through Jesus Christ our Lord.

THE GOSPEL. 

Living Water. 

WHEN Jesus left Judea, and departed again into Galilee, he must needs 
go through Samaria. Then cometh he to a city of Samaria, called 
Sychar, near to the parcel of ground that Jacob gave to his son Joseph. 
Now Jacob's well was there. Jesus therefore being wearied with the journey 
sat thus by the well. It was about noon. 

There cometh a woman of Samaria to draw water : Jesus saith unto her, 
" Give me to drink." (For his disciples had gone away into the city to buy 
food.) Then saith the woman of Samaria unto him, " How is it that thou, 
being a Jew, askest drink of me, who am a woman of Samaria? " (For the 
Jews have no dealings with the Samaritans.) Jesus answered and said unto 
her, " If thou knewest the gift of God, and who it is that saith to thee, * Give 
me to drink,' thou wouldst have asked of him, and he would have given thee 
living water." The woman saith unto him, " Sir, thou hast nothing to draw 
with, and the well is deep: whence then hast thou that living water? Art 
thou greater than our father Jacob, who gave us the well, and drank thereof 
himself, and his children, and his cattle? " Jesus answered and said unto her, 
" Whosoever drinketh of this water shall thirst again. But whosoever drink- 
eth of the water that I shall give him shall never thirst ; but the water that I 
shall give him shall be in him a well of water springing up into everlasting life."

" Woman, believe me, the hour cometh, when ye shall neither in this moun- 
tain, nor yet at Jerusalem, worship the Father. But the hour cometh, and 
now is, when the true worshippers shall worship the Father in spirit and in 
truth : for the Father seeketh such to worship Him. God is a Spirit : and 
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they that worship Him must worship Him in spirit and in truth." The wo- 
man saith unto him, "I know that Messias cometh, which is called Christ: 
when he is come, he will tell us all things." Jesus saith unto her, "I that 
speak unto thee am he." 

The woman then left her waterpot, and went her way into the city, and 
saith to the men, " Come, see a man whicji told me all things that ever I did : 
is not this the Christ? " Then went they out of the city, and came unto him. 

In the meanwhile lus disciples prayed him, saying, " Master, eat." But he 
said unto them, " I have food to eat that ye know not of. My meat is to do 
the will of Him that sent me, and to finish His work." 

And many of the Samaritans of that city believed on him for the saying of 
the woman, which testified, " He told me all that ever I did." So when the 
Samaritans were come unto him, they besought him that he would tarry with 
them : and he abode there two days. And many more believed because of his 
own word; and said unto the woman, " Now we believe, not because of thy 
saying : for we have heard him ourselves, and know that this is indeed the 
Christ, the Saviour of the world."

EAVENLY FATHER, we thank Thee | for the mercy that 
is everlasting, and for the truth that endures to all genera- 
tions. We praise Thee | for Thy continual goodness, and rejoice | 
that Thou dost reign over all people.

Works of Healing. 

IN the synagogue at Capernaum, where Jesus was, there was a man with 
an unclean spirit; and he cried out, saying, "Let us alotte : what have we 
to do with thee, Jesus of Nazareth? Hast thou come to destroy us ? I know 
thee who thou art •— the Holy One of God." And Jesus rebuked him, saying, 
" Hold thy peace, and come out of him." And when the unclean spirit had 
torn him and cried out with a loud voice, he came out of him. 

And Jesus entered into Simon's house. And Simon's wife's mother was 
taken with a great fever ; and they besought him for her. And he stood over 
her, and rebuked the fever, and it left her ; and immediately she arose and 
ministered unto them. 

And Jesus went about all Galilee, teaching in their synagogues, and preach- 
ing the gospel of the kingdom, and healing all manner of sickness, and aU 
manner of disease among the people, and his fame went throughout all Syria : 
and they brought unto him all sick people that were taken with divers diseases 
and torments, and those which were possessed with demons, and those which 
were lunatic, and those that had the palsy ; and he healed them. 

And there came a leper to Jesus, beseeching him, and saying, "Lord, if 
thou wilt, thou canst make me clean." And Jesus, moved with compassion, 
put forth his hand, and touched him, saying, "I will: be thou clean." And 
immediately the leprosy departed from him. 

And at Capernaum they brought to Jesus a man sick of the palsy, lying on 
a bed. And when they could not come nigh to Jesus because of the multi* 
tude, they went upon the house-top, and let him down through the tiling with 
his couch, into the midst before Jesus. And he, seeing their faith, said unto 
the palsied man, " Son, be of good cheer; thy sins are forgiven thee." And 
behold, certain of the scribes said within themselves, "This man blasphemeth. 
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Who can forgive sins but God only?" But Jesus, perceiving their thoughts, 
said, " Wherefore think ye evil in your hearts? For which is easier? to say 
Thy sins be forgiven thee? or to say, Arise, and walk? But that ye may 
know that the Son of man hath power on earth to forgive sins — (he said 
unto the palsied man) — I say unto thee, Arise, take up thy bed, and go unto 
thy house." And he arose, took up the bed, and went forth before them all, 
glorifying God.

Therefore take no thought, saying, What shall we eat? or, 
What shall we drink? or, Wherewithal shall we be clothed? for your heavenly 
Father knoweth that ye have need of all these things. But seek ye first the 
kingdom of God, and His righteousness, and all these things shall be added 
unto you. Take, therefore, no thought for the morrow : for the morrow shall 
take thought for the things of itself. Sufficient unto the day is the evil 
thereof."

The Entry into Jerusalem.

V. FOR THE GOSPEL. 

TJie Resurrection of Christ. 

WHEN the even of the day on which Jesus had been put to death was 
come, Joseph of Arimathea, a rich man, an honorable counsellor, a 
good and just man, a disciple of Jesus, but secretly, for fear of the Jews, 
went to Pilate, the Roman governor, and begged the body of Jesus. Then 
Pilate commanded the body to be delivered. And when Joseph had taken the 
body, he wrapped it in a clean linen cloth, and laid it in his own new tomb, 
which he had hewn out in the rock ; and he rolled a great stone to the door of 
the sepulchre, and departed. And the enemies of Jesus went and made the 
sepulchre sure, sealing the stone, and setting a watch. 

And very early in the morning of the first day of the week came Mary Mag- 
dalene and the other Mary unto the sepulchre, bringing the spices they had 
prepared, and certain others with them. And they found the stone rolled 
away from the sepulchre. And they entered in, and found not the body of 
the Lord Jesus. And as they were much perplexed thereabout, behold, two 
men stood by them in shining garments. And as they were afraid, and bowed 
down their faces to the oarth, they said unto them, 4< Why seek ye the living 
among the dead?

of this life choke the word, and it becometh unfruitful. But they that receive 
seed into good ground, hear the word, and receive it into an honest and good 
heart, and bring forth fruit with patience, some thirty-fold, some sixty-fold, 
some a hundred-fold."

Tlie Saviour and Children. 

WHEN Jesus, soon afterward, had departed from Galilee, and come into 
the coasts of Judea, by the farther side of the Jordan, they brought 
young children to him, that he should put his hands on them and pray. And 
his disciples rebuked those that brought them. But when Jesus saw it he was

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much displeased, and said unto them, " Suffer little children to come unto me, 
and forbid them not ; for of such is the kingdom of God. Verily I say unto 
you, Whosoever shall not receive the kingdom of God as a little child, he shall 
not enter therein." And he took them up in his arms, put his hands uppn 
them, and blessed them. 

Once, when Jesus was at Capernaum, the disciples came unto him, saying, 
"Who is the greatest in the kingdom of Heaven?" And he sat down, and 
said unto them, " If any man desire to be first, the same shall be last of all, 
and the servant of all." And he took a little child, and set him in the midst 
of them ; and when he had taken him in his arms he said unto them, " Verily 
I say unto you, Except ye be converted, and become as little children, ye 
shall not enter into the kingdom of Heaven. Whosoever, therefore, shall 
humble himself as this little child, the same is greatest in the kingdom of 
Heaven. And whosoever shall receive one of such children in my name, re- 
ceiveth me ; and whosoever shall receive me, receiveth not me, but Him that 
sent me." 

And he said, " Take heed that ye despise not one of these little ones : for I 
say unto you, that in Heaven their angels do always behold the face of my 
Father which is in Heaven. For the Son of man is come to save that which 
was lost. How think y e ? If a man have a hundred sheep, and one of them 
be gone astray, doth he not leave the ninety-and-nine, and goeth into the 
mountains, and seeketh that which is gone astray ? And if so be that he find 
it, verily I say unto you, he rejoiceth more of that sheep, than of the ninety- 
and-nine which went not astray. Even so it is not the will of your Father 
which is in Heaven, that one of these little ones should perish."

THE GOSPEL. 

Jesus the Christ. 

WHEN Jesus was going unto the coasts of CesareaPhilippi, he asked his 
disciples, saying, "Whom do men say that I, the Son of man, am?" 
And they said, "Some say that thou art John the Baptist; some, Elias; 
others Jeremias, or that one of the old prophets is risen again." He saith 
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unto tnem, " But whom say ye that I am? " And Simon Peter answered and 
said, "Thou art the Christ, the Son of the living God."

Now about the midst of the feast of tabernacles, Jesus went up into the 
temple, and taught. And the Jews marvelled, saying, "How knoweththis 
man letters, having never learned?" Jesus answered them, saying, "My 
doctrine is not mine, but His that sent t me. If any man will do His will, he 
shall know of the doctrine, whether it be of God, or whether I speak of my- 
self. Judge not according to the appearance, but judge righteous judgment." 
And many of the people believed on him, and said, " When Christ cometh, 
will he do more miracles than these which this man has done?" 

In the last day, that great day of the feast, Jesus stood and cried, saying, 
" If any man thirst, let him come unto me and drink. He that believeth on 
me, as the Scripture hath said, out .of his belly shall flow rivers of living 
water." But this spake he of the Spirit, which they that believe on him 
should receive. 

Many of the people, therefore, when they heard this saying, said, " Of a 
truth, this is the Prophet." Others said, "This is the -Christ." But some 
said, "Shall the Christ come out of Galilee?" So there was a division 
among the people because of him. And some of the people would have taken 
him ; but no man laid hands on him.

At Last. 

BUT a short time before his death, Jesus said, "Now is the judgment of 
this world : now shall the prince of this world be cast out. And I, if 
I be lifted up from the earth, will draw all men unto me. . . I came not to 
judge the world, but to save the world." 

Isaiah, in the ancient time, declared : " The Lord of Hosts shall make unto 
all people a feast ; and he will destroy the face of the covering cast over all 
people, and the vail that is spread over all nations. He will swallow up 
death in victory ; and the Lord God will wipe away tears from off all faces ; 
and the rebuke of His people shall lie take away from off all the earth : for 
the Lord hath spoken it." 

The apostle Paul wrote to the Corinthians : " This corruptible must put on 
incorruption, and this mortal must put on immortality. So when this cor- 
ruptible shall have put on incorruption, and this mortal shall have put on 
immortality, then shall be brought to pass the saying that is written, ' Death 
is swallowed up in victory.'" 

Paul wrote to the Ephesians : " God hath purposed in himself, that in the 
dispensation of the fulness of times he might gather together in one all 
things in Christ, both which are in heaven, and which are on earth." 

To the Philippians he wrote: "God also hath highly exalted Jesus, and 
given him a name which is above every name : that at the name of Jesus 
every knee should bow, of things in heaven, and things in earth, and things 
under the earth, and that every tongue should confess that Jesus Christ is 
Lord, to the glory of God the Father." 

The beloved disciple, John, in the isle of Patmos, heard a great voice out 
of heaven, saying, "Behold, the tabernacle of God is with men, and He will 
dwell with them, and they shall be His people, and God Himself shall be with 
them, their God. And God shall wipe away all tears from their eyes ; and 
there shall be no more death, neither sorrow, nor crying, neither shall there 
be any more pain : for the former things are passed away." 

VI. PRAYER. 

WE bless Thy Name, our heavenly Father, for the hope that 
is sure and steadfast : the hope that when these bodies die, 
our souls shall t live on forever : the hope that Thy goodness, so 
great to us in this life, will bless us in the life to come : the hope 
that, when days and years are past, we all shall meet in Heaven.

God that made the world and all things therein, seeing that He is Lord of 
Heaven and earth, dwelleth not in temples made with hands ; neither is He 
worshipped with men's hands, as though He needed anything, seeing He giveth 
to all life, and breath, and all things ; and hath made of one blood all 
nations of men for to dwell on all the face of the earth, and hath determined 
the times before appointed, and the bounds of their habitation, that they 
should seek the Lord, if haply they might feel after Him, and find Him, though 
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He be not far from every one of us. For in Him we live, and move, and have 
our being ; as some also of your own poets have said, ' For we are also His off- 
spring/ Forasmuch then as we are the offspring of God, we ought not to think 
that the Godhead is like unto gold, or silver, or stone, graven by art and man's 
device. And the times of this ignorance God overlooked ; but now He com- 
mandeth all men everywhere to repent : because He hath appointed a day in 
which He will judge the world in righteousness by that Man whom be hath 
ordained ; whereof He hath given assurance in that He hath raised him from 
the dead."
